was. He is doubtless happy that the Brooklyn
Rapid Transit Company will charge but one farc
over all its lines, and that should reconcile him
to the fact that there is as yet no offer ro transfer
passengers to the Interborough's subway. It used
to be the Mayor's feeling at the time that the
McAdoo offer was under consideration that it was
treason and sedition to talk of two companies
in the field; that the one great desideratum was 1o
ride from Brooklyn to Van Cortlandt Park for
one fare. But now that we have changed all
that, the wicked Evening Post may, ﬁrrhn?t. be
allowed to point out that if the Brooklyn Rapid
Transit offer is accepted the city will have the
two things for which this journal has been con-
tending: competition in the subway [lield and a
physically independent system. Desides this the
new plan blecks the clever game of the Interbor-
ough to estop competition on Lexington avenue
hy taking the upper half of Lexington avenue fur
the extension nriu present line to Forty-second
street.  All in all, it now looks as if the solution
were in sight and that a wonderful expansion of
existing facilities will soon be under way. II thar
proves to be the case, the chief credit for so satis-
factory a working out of the most difficult problem
that ever confronted our city authorities will be-

NEW YORK TRIBUNE:

It is manifestly impossible to reach a conclu-
sion at once upon every feature of a rapid transit
anposll so vast in its scope as that of the Brooklyn

apid Transit Company. The financial phases
of the offer call for most careful study and con-
sideration. But it is plain that the proposal is
in many resf;ecu more attractive than that of the
Interborough Company. For one thing, the
money which the city is asked to contribute will
go into a system essentially complete, which can
actually be taker over at the end of ten years
and placed in the hands of another operator if
the Brookiyn Rapid Transit Company’s operation
proves unsatisfactory. The Interborough plan
would leave the city unable to take over more
than disconnected parts of a system requiring
the construction n" subways to connect them
before it would be possible to seek a new operator.

The Brooklyn plan would also carry rapid
transit to more undeveloped territory than would
the Interborough plan. It offers'a great and
comprehensive system serving live boroughs and
enabling the public to reach the greater part of
the city for a single fare. It thus presents the
advantages which it has been said all along could
be obtained only from a monopoly, while srtill

reserving competition, whatever competition may
worth to the city. More money is asked from
the city for its construction than is required by
the Interborough plan, but the excess is not a
prohibitive amount.

THE EVENING MAIL:

1t s more than a subway route that the Brooklyn
Rapid Transit Company wants to build for the
city, more even than a tri-borough route. It is a
programme, and a five-borough programme at
that, * * * * We do not say that the
B. R. T. offer should be accepted; no one could
say that offthand. But we do say it contains
the elements that should be in any offer which
is accepted. Those elements spell efficient regu-
lation through competition. The chief advantage
claimed for the Interborough is really its vital
weakness—monopoly.

THE GLOBE:

* » = |t is now sald by the mayor that the
Interborough has in Jsrepnrnion a new offer,
This new offer, according to the mayor, “‘will
scarcely bear a resemblance to the original of-
fer.”” The implication, of course, is that it will
be of a kind that may be accepted. 1If it is, the
filing of the offer of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit
Company will be considered as having had in-
fluence in the premises.

It is to be hoped that the mayor is correctly
advised, and that when the new Interborough
offer appears it will be such as to command gen-
eral approval. But when last heard from the
Interborough officers were saying that they didn't
much care whether a contract were given to them,
and that they wouldn't negotiate if the Board of
Estimare dared to treat with another company
concerning the disposal of lower Broadway. If
reflection has brought a greater reasonableness
the public will rejoice, but it must be as plain
to the mayor as to others that the city cannot
forever dangle after the Interborough, and that
it is time for it to do business or for the city to
do business elsewhere.

THE WORLD:

Borough President McAneny, Chairman of the
Special Committee on Subways of the Board of
Estimate, expects that “another week, or two at
most,” will lead to a settlement. He regards
the offer of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company
as the best that has yet been received, bur states

Mr. McAneny and the Mayor have knowl-
edge of a counter-proposal coming from the In-
terborough, but Mr. Willcox has not heard of it,
nor had Mr. Shonts when last he made a public
statement. In the circumstances the most satis-
factory official utterance that we have seen is that
of Mr. McAneny that the city will not wait long.

THE BROOKLYN DAILY EAGLE:

Even in rapid transit matters something like a
\EII’IT of fair play should be displayed. One of
the competitors has held nothing in reserve. In
conference and in action it has been straight-
forward, resorting neither to wultimatums nor
evasion, and stipulating only that it be not used
as a mere club or as a catspaw. It has been ready
to mcet competition, from any and every source,
and that takes time and money. And it has asked
for nothing but good faith.

The Interborough has usually been credited
with a *“friend in court.”” It has always been
able to stop the wheels. Conditions, however,
have now become acute. They have reached the
stuge where things are to be done rather than
¢aid. There is now no alternative-—all the cards
must be chown to the players, with victory to
the strongest hand. In any event, no matter
what the next move, the end is in sight. It has
been a long time coming,

THE BROOKLYN DAILY TIMES:

The Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company may at
least be thanked for one thing, and that is that
it has inspired the Interbrough Company to ac-
tion. We say inspired to action, because Mayor
Gaynor is authority for the statement that some-
thing will be forthcoming within a week, which
will be acceptable to the city government and
the people who have to use the subways. Mr.
Gaynor seems to be more greatly in the confi-
dence of the Interborough than any single official
in the City of New York. J

The limes nor nobody else knows just what
sort of an offer the Belmont Company is to make;
so far it has been very high and mighty. about the
whole matter. It scems certain, that so far as
Brooklyn is concerned, nothing the Interborough
has to offer can approach the proposition made
to the city by Colonel Williams. As the New
York Times said the other day, the matter of
transit does not depend altogether on the main
subway roads, but upon the subways and their
feeders combined as one system. The Brooklyn
Rapid Transit Company has a network of elevated
and surface lines, extending over a wide area,
which would help to supply passengers for the
subway system now to be constructed. It offers
five-cent lares to five separate boroughs, except-
ing only the Coney Island section of Brooklyn,
which may be put in the five-cent zone, if the city
so (cides. 1t seems to the Times that this offer
ought to be accepted.

THE STANDARD UNION:

The broad, comprehensive and thoroughly up-
to-date project of the B. R. T. will work out, if it
has a chance, the solution of many of the cco-
nomic and political problems which are already
acute, which impede the unity and growth of the
city, and will do more rhan all other things com-
bined to give to New York the prestige and
solidarity to which the largest city of the New
World is so clearly entitled.

THE BROOKLYN CITIZEN:

The Mayor's remark, that if the entire Brooklyn
qroposll were accepted, Brooklyn and not New
‘ork would become the pivot of the whole sys-
tem, ought to have been accompanied by the
further remark, that for this result, if it should
come to pass, the Brooklyn company is in no
degree responsible. The fault will lie in that
event not at all with the Brooklyn company, but
with the Interborough company, which has until
now practically told the commissioners that it
wnuldpemer into no arrangement for the develop-
ment of the New York lines, unless it were allowed
to dictate terms. Moreover, it would have been
only fair had the Mayor added that the Brooklyn
company had not asked for the main extensions
in New York, but had only consented to make
a bid for them after being urged to do so by the
vity authorities. Under these circumstances,
the truth evidently is thar, while the Brooklyn
company would be satisfied if no more were ex-
pected of it than to solve what may be called
the strictly Brooklyn side of the problem, it is
prepared, it necessary, to take up so much of
the New York work as may be indispensable to
the accomplishment of what is so manifestly re-
quired for the future of Brooklyn.

But waiving minor points of criticism, the thing
to be dwelt upon now is that the Brooklyn com-
pany has made a thoroughly pru:ticlbre offer,
and hence thar the city is in no degree at the
mercy of the Interborough company. This is in
and of itself a great service to the public. If the
Interborough company has a berter offer to sub-
mit a week hence, it will, of course, be dealt with
in proper spirit, but that it will be allowed to
keep on juggling with the subject as it has for
many months past, must be deemed improbable,
